Irſt, It is Agreed between the above-menti- 

oned Plenipotentiaties Sir William Godolphin 
and the Earl of Pezaranda, in the Names of the 
Moſt Serene Kings reſpectively, their Maſters, 
That the Articles of Peace and Alliance made 
between the Crowns of Great Britain and Spain 
in Madrid, on the 5 of May, 1667, or any clauſe 
thereof, ſhall in no manner be deemed or under- 
ſtood to be taken away, or abrogated by this 
preſent Treaty ; but that the ſame ſhall remain 
perpetually in their ancient force, ſtability and 
vigour, ſo far forth as they are not contrary of 
repugnant to this preſent Convention and Ar- 
ticles, or to any thing therein contained,

Hat there be an Unrverſal Peace, true and 
ſincere Amity in America, as 1n the other 

parts of the World, between the moſt Serene 
Kings of Great Brita;z and Spain, their Heirs and 
Succeſſors, and between the Kingdoms, States, 
Plantations, Colonies, Forts, Cities, Iſlands and 
Dominiors, without any diſtinQton of Flace be- 
oh longing

longing unto either of them, and between the 
People and Inhabitants under their reſpeQive O- 
bedience, which ſhall endure from this day for 
ever, and be obſerved inviolably, as well by 
Land as by Sea, and freſh Waters, ſo as to pro- 
mote each the Welfare and Advantage of the 
other, and favour and affiſt one another with 
mutual Love ; and that every where, as well in 
thoſe remote Countries as in theſe which are 
neerer, the faithful Offices of good Neighbour- 
hood and Friendſhip may be exerciſed, and en- 
creaſe between them.

Llo, that for the time to come, all Enmities, 

Hoſtilities and Diſcords between the ſaid

L! Offences, Damages, Loſſes, Injuries 
' which the Nations and People of Great 
ritain and Spain have at any time heretofore, 
upon what Cauſe or Pretext ſoever ſuffered by 
each other in America, ſhall be expunged out of 
remembrance, and buried in Oblivion, as if no 

ſuch thing had ever paſt. 

Moreover, Itis Agreed, That the Moſt Serene 
King of Great Britain, His Heirs and Succeffors, 
ſhall have, hold, keep and exjoy for ever, with ple- 
nary Rzght of Sovereignty, Dominion, Poſſeſſion and 
Propriety all thoſe Lads, Regions, Iſlands, Colonies 
and Places whatſoever, being or ſituated in the 
Weft-Indies, or in any Part of America, which the 
ſaid King of Great Britain and His Subjefts do 
at preſent hold and poſſeſs ; So as that in re- 
gard thereof, or upon any Colour or Pretence 
whatſoever, Nothing more may or ought to be 
urged, nor any Queſtion or Controverſie be ever 
moved concerning the {ame hereafter.

He SubjeQs and Inhabitants, Merchants, 
Captains, Maſters of Ships, Mariners of

Shipwreck'd and caſt on the Shore ſhall in no 


ſort be kept Priſoners, but on the contrary all 
Friendly Affiſtance and Relief ſhall be Admini- 


ſtred to their Diſtreſs, and Letters of Safe-con-- 


dud given them for their free and quiet Paſ- 
ſage thence, and the returm of every one to his 
own Countrey.

Ut when it ſhall happen , that the Ships 

ofeither ( as 1s above-mentioned) through 
danger of the Sea, or other urgent Cauſe, be 
driven into the Ports and Havens of the 0- 
ther , if they be Three or Four together, 
and may give juſt ground of Suſpicion, they 
ſhall immediately upon their arrival acquaint 
the Governour, or Chief Magiſtrate of the Place 
with the Cauſe of their coming, and ſhall ſtay 
no longer there than the ſaid Governour or 
Chief Magiſtrate will permit, and ſhall be re. 
quiſite for the furniſhing themſelves with Vi- 
Ctuals, and Reparation of their Ships : And 
they ſhall always take care not to carry out 
of their Ships any Goods or Packs, expoſing 
them to Sale, neither ſhall they receive any 
Merchandize on Board, nor do any thing con- 
trary to this Treaty.

and execute this preſent Treaty, and all

O private Injury ſhall in any fort weaken 
this Treaty, nor beget hatred or difſen- 
fions between the foreſaid Nations, but every 
one ſhall anſwer for his own proper Fatt, and 
be proſecuted thereupon ; Neither ſhall one 
man fatisfie for the offence of another by Re- 
priſals, or other ſuch like odious-proceedings, 
unleſs Juſtice be denied,” or unreaſonably de- 
layed, in which caſe it ſhall be Lawful for that 
King, whoſe SubjeC hath ſuffered the Loſs and 
Injury, to take any Courſe according to the 
Rules and Method. of the Law. of Natians, until 
reparation be made to the.

Tm Treaty ſhall'pt' nothing dero- 
gate from any Pre-eminence, Right or 
Dominion of either Confederate in the Ameri- 
cax Seas, Chanels or Waters, but that they have 
and retain the ſame in as full and ample man- 
ner, as may of Right belong unto them : But 
it is always to be underſtood, That the' Liber- 
ty of Navigation ought in no manner to be di- 
ſturbed, where nothing is committed againſt
